OPEN-AIR MUSEUM 


The srtll lery collection In the Moscow Krem- 
lin lia9 been restored Uila year. It was 600 years 
ago that this country first begau forging guns 
and now lha artillery treasury In the Moscow 
Kremlin forma lhe largest collection of guns and 
cannou balls In lhe USSR, The most Interesting 
samples of Russian aiut European artistic metal 
casting are displayed by the walls of the Ar- 
senal Id Uie Kremllu. 

During the 1830s there began a trend to 
mount the handsomest guns upon carriages. The 
first ol these Included Hie "Tsar Cannon" and 
lhe famous "Unicorn". The mounts were cast hy 
lhe Barg factory In St. Petersburg. Eight years 
taler, another eighteen guns were placed on car- 
riages coat at one ol Moscow's foundries. 

A few years ago, ti was discovered that the 
metal of the artillery exhibits had greatly eroded 
due lo Hie exposure. In particular lhe carriages 
ol cast Iron and Hie surf, ice of the Inlayed de- 
corations were badly cracked. 

Tho staff of Hie stale museums In lhe Krent- 
Hu were aided by specialists who selected the 
most suitable elements lor a chemical compound 
lo dean the nionumcnls and devised a protec- 
tive coating. Ail the damaged elements down lo 
lhe minutest pieces were duplicated at lhe ex- 
perimental arllsllc foundry In lhe (own of My- 
tishchi near Moscow. 

Now that Hie reslnrallmi work Is completed 
the guns and carriages continue to amaze 
visitors with iltclr remarkable bcaiily. 
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REMOTE CONTROL 

TRAFFIC SYSTEM FOR MOSCOW 


Moscow is |o have a remote 
control traffic system which la 
already being installed In a 
building on the Sadovoye Koll- 
so boulevard. 

The system dubbed "Start'' Is 
unique. Nothing similar exists 
In any oibcr country. 

It will beglr. by taking control 
of thi tralllc at the 130 Intersec- 
tions on the Sadovoye Koliso It- 
self which stretches all round 


lhe historical centre of the city. 

Later It is expected to take 
over traffic control duties at the 
1.009 lute 1 teclions on the Mos- 
cow Ring Road which marks the 
city's boundary. 

"Starl” makes use of the 
vehicles themselves lo control 
traffic. Special sensors set inlo 
the asphalt at street Intersec- 
tions will monitor the traffic 
flow. The Information thus ob- 
tained will be IransmlUed to lhe 
control cenlie where computers 


will immediately pioduce pro- 
gramme corresponding lo Ihs 
current traffic situation. 

Apart from orchestrating 
traffic movement "Start" also 
issues recommendations to 
drivers. In case of a roadblock, 
for Instance, motorists will be 
directed by special street signs 
to alternative routes. In addi- 
tion, "Start" will ensure unim- 
peded snd speedy passage lo 
ambulances and file engines.

Several panoramic colour plc- 
lurOM u-ere Iraiismltled back lo 
lhe Fartli. These colour pictures 
gave us an Idea ol what the 
torka on the planet's surface 
look like, of their siruclural 
properties nnd mineralogies! 
roinponlllon. This new data will 
make It possible lo evaluate lhe 
character ol the geological pro- 
cesses which have been I akin g 
place on Venus, 

This U the first lima that a 
soil analysis has ever been car- 
ried out on Venus. Each module 
transmitted to Urn Earth several 
dozen ol spectre ol the elements 
which form ibe planet’s surface 
soil. 

The analysis was very precise 
allowing for not more lhan ten 
per cent ol error. At the mo- 
ment, wo are using computers 
to process the spectra we have 
received, and when the results 
are ready, we hope to reproduce 
tho Venerian rock in a labora- 
tory. 

Detailed study of television 
pictures along with the results 
of the chemical soil analysis has 
.led iu to the. conclusion that 
there were- leva rocks on the 
lauding sites which had been 
subjected to inteobe chemical 
erosion.. The Venerian rocks 
qlosely reseihble the terrestrial 
alcalold faateltolds which . are 
very rare on the Barth and *>• 
only found at a great. depth Jn 
Ibe mantle.
